WHEREAS  by  the  Extradition  Acts  of  1870  and 
1873,  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any 
foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such 
State  of  <any  fugitive  criminals.  Her  Majesty  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Acts  shall  apply 
in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State;  and  that  Her  Majesty 
may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order,  limit  the 
operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same  to  fugi- 
tive criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  the 
part  of  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  specified  in  the  Order, 
and  render  the  operation  thereof  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions, exceptions,  and  qualifications  as  may  be 
aeemed  expedient: 

And  whereas  a Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty,  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  Swiss  Fede- 
ral Council,  for  the  Mutual  Extradition  of  Fugitive 
Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  teims  following:— 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  Swiss  Federal 
Council  having  judged  it  expedient,  with  a view 
to  the  better  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the 
prevention  of  crime  within  their  respective  terri- 


tories and  jurisdictions,  that  persons  charged  with, 
or  convicted  of,  the  crimes  hereinafter  enumerated, 
and  being  fugitives  from  justice,  should,  under  certain 
circumstances,  be  reciprocally  delivered  up,  have  named 
as  their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a Treaty  for  this 
pui’pose,  that  is  to  say: 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kyigdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Honourable  Hussey 
Crespigny  Vivian,  a Companion  of  Her  Most  Honour- 
able Order  of  the  Bath,  Her  Majesty’s  Minister  Resi- 
dent to  the  8wiss  Confederation; 

And  the  Swiss  Federal  Council,  its  Vice-President, 
F.  Anderwert,  Federal  Councillor  and  Chief  of  the 
Federal  Department  of  Justice  and  Police; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their 
respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  duo  form, 
liave  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following  Articles: 

ARTICLE  I. 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  engages  to  deliver  up,  under 
the  circumstances  and  on  the  conditions  stipulated  in 
the  present  Treaty,  all  persons,  and  the  Swiss  Federal 
Council  engages  to  deliver  up,  under  the  like  circum- 
stances and  conditions,  all  persons,  except  Swiss  citi- 
zens, who,  having  been  charged  with,  or  convicted  by 
the  Trilnmals  of  one  of  the  two  High  Contracting 
Parties  of  the  crimes  or  offences  enumerated  in  Article 
II,  committed  in  the  territory  of  the  one  party,  shall 
be  found  within  the  territory  of  the  other. 

Ill  the  event  of  the  Federal  Council  being  unable, 
by  reason  of  his  Swiss  nationality,  to  grant  the  extra- 
dition of  an  individual,  who  after  having  committed  in 
the  United  Kingdom  one  of  the  crimes  or  offences  enu 
merated  in  Article  II,  should  have  taken  refuge  in 
Switzerland,  the  P'ederal  Council  engages  to  give  legal 
effect  to  and  prosecute  the  charge  against  him  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  Canton  of  his  origin;  and  the 
Government  of  the  United  Kingdom  engages  to  com- 
municate to  the  Federal  Council  all  documents,  depo- 
sitions, and  proofs  relating  to  the  case,  and  to  cause 
the  commissions  of  examination  directed  by  the  Swiss 
.Judge,  and  transmitted  tlirough  the  proper  Diplomatic 
channel,  to  be  executed  gratuitously. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  crimes  for  which  the  extradition  is  to  be  granted 
are  the  following: — 

1.  Murder  (including  infanticide)  and  attempt  to 
murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  uttering  or 
bi'inging  into  circulation  counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forgery,  or  counterfeiting,  or  altering,  or  uttei-ing 
what  is  forged,  or  counterfeited,  or  altered;  compre- 
hending the  crimes  designated  in  file  Penal  Codes  of 
both  States  as  counterfeiting  or  falsification  of  paper 
money,  bank  notes,  or  other  securities,  forgery,  or 
falsification  of  other  public  or  jirivate  documents,  like- 
wise the  uttering  or  bringing  into  circulation,  or 
■wilfully  using  such  countei-feited,  forged,  or  falsified 
papers. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  jiretences. 

7.  Climes  against  bankruptcy’’  law. 

8.  Fraud  committed  by  a baillee,  banker,  agent, 
factor,  trustee,  0v  director,  or  member  or  public  officer 
of  any  Company  made  criminal  by  any  law  for  the 
time  being  in  force. 

9.  Rape. 

10.  Abduction  of  minors. 

1 1 . Child  stealing  or  kidnapping. 

12.  Burglary,  or  house-breaking,  •with  eriminal  in 
tent. 

13.  Arson. 

1 4.  Robbery  with  violence. 

15.  Threats  by  letter  or  otherwise  with  intent  to 
extort. 

16.  Perjury  or  subornatioii  of  perjury. 

17.  Malicious  injury  to  jiropcrty,  if  the  offence  be 
indictable. 

The  extradition  is  also  to  take  place  for  participa- 
tion in  any  of  the  aforesaid  crimes,  as  an  accessory 
before  or  after  the  fact,  provided  such  participation  be 
punishable  by  the  laws  of  both  Contracting  Parties. 
ARTICLE  III. 

A fugitive  criminal  may  be  apprehended  in  either 
country  under  a warrant  issued  by  any  Police  Magis 
trate.  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  competent  authority, 
on  such  infonnation  or  complaint,  and  such  evidence, 
or  after  such  proceedings  as  would,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  authority  issuing  the  warrant,  justify  the  issue  of 
a warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed  or  the 
person  con-victed  in  that  part  of  the  dominions  of  the 
two  Contracting  Parties  in  which  the  Magistrate,  Jus- 
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tice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  competent  fuithority  excr 
cises  jurisdiction;  provided,  however,  that,  in  the 
United  Kinj^iloni,  the  accused  shall,  in  such  case,  lie 
sent  as  speedily  as  possible  before  a I’oliee  Magistrate 
in  London. 

Reijuisitions  for  |)rovisional  arrest  may  he  addressed 
1j3'  jiost  or  by  telegrajih,  |irovi<led  they  purport  to  he 
sent  by  some  jndieial  or  otlier  competent  authority. 
Such  rerpiisitions  must  contain  a description  in  gener.d 
terms  of  the  crime  or  oll'enee,  and  a statement  tliat  a 
warrant  has  been  granted  for  the  ari-estof  the  criminal, 
and  that  his  extradition  will  he  demanded. 

Ho  shall,  in  accordance  with  this  Article,  ho  dis- 
eharged,  as  well  in  tiio  United  Kingdom  as  in  Switzer- 
land, if  within  the  term  of  thirty  days  a re([iiisition  for 
extradition  shall  not  liave  heen  made  hy  the  Diplo- 
matic Agent  of  the  country  claiming  his  surrender  in 
accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  this  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  reejuisition  for  extradition  must  always  he  made 
h_y  the  way  of  diplomac3%  and  to  wit,  in  Switzerland 
h}^  the  British  Minister  to  the  President  of  the  Con- 
federation, and  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  hy  the  Swiss -Consul 
in  London,  who,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Treaty,  is 
hereby  recognized  hy  Her  Majesty  as  a Diplomatic 
Rc'pi‘esentati\'e  of  Switzeidand. 

ARTICLE  V. 

In  the  dominions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  other 
than  the  Colonies  or  foreign  possessions  of  ller  Majesty, 
the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  he  as  follows: — 

(«.)  In  tlie  case  of  a person  accused — 

'The  recpiisition  for  the  surrender  shall  he  made  to 
Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Principal  Secretary  of  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs  hy  the  Diplomatic  Representative 
of  the  Swiss  Confederation.  The  said  demand  shall  he 
accompanied  hy  a warrant  of  arrest,  or  other  ocpii va- 
lent judicial  document,  issuedhy  a Judgeor  Alagistrate 
duly  authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged 
against  the  accused  in  Switzerland,  and  duly  authenti- 
cated depositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath,  or 
solemnly  declared  to  he  true,  before  such  Judge  or 
Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth  the  said  acts,  and 
containing  a description  of  the  person  claimed,  and 
any  particulars  which  may  serve  to  identify  him. 

The  said  Principal  Secretary  of  State  shall  transmit 
such  documents  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Piincipal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  wlio 
shall  then,  hy  order  under  his  hand  and  seal,  signify 
to  some  Police  Magistrate  in  London  that  such  requi- 
sition has  been  made,  and  requir  e him,  if  there  he  due 
cause,  to  issue  his  warrant  for  tlie  apprehension  of  the 
fugitive.  On  the  I'eceipt  of  such  order  from  the  Seci’e- 
tary  of  State,  and  on  the  production  of  such  evidence 
as  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Magistrate,  justify  tlie 
issue  qf  the  wuuTant  if  the  crime  had  heen  tiominitted 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
accordingly. 

When  the  person  claimed  shall  have  been  appr’e- 
hended,  he  shall  he  brought  before  the  Magistrate  who 
issued  the  warrant,  or  some  other  Police  Magistrate  in 
London.  If  the  evidence  to  be  then  pi'oduced  shall  be 
such  as  to  justify,  according  to  the  law  of  England, 
the  committal  for  trial  of  the  prisoner,  if  the  crime  of 
which  he'is  accused  had  been  committed  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  commit  him  to 
prison  to  await  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  his  surrender;  sending  immediately  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  a certificate  of  the  committal  and  a report 
upon  the  case. 

After  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  committal 
of  the  prisoner,  wdiich  shall  never  he  less  than  fifteen 
days,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  he  sent 
to  such  seaport  town  as  shall,  in  each  special  case,  he 
selected  for  his  delivery  to  the  Swiss  Government. 

(b.)  In  the  case  of  a person  convicted — 

The  course  of  proceeding  shall  he  the  same  as  in  the 
case  of  a person  accused,  except  that  the  warr.ant  to 
be  transmitted  hy  the  Diplomatic  Representative  of 
Switzerland  in  support  of  his  requisition  shall  clearly 
set  forth  the  crime  or  offence  of  wdiich  the  person 
claimed  has  been  convicted,  and  state  the  place  and 
date  of  his  conviction. 

The  et-idence  to  he  produced  shall  consist  of  the 
penal  sentence  passed  against  the  convicted  person  hy 
the  competent  Court  of  the  State  claiming  his  extra- 
aition. 

(c. ) Persons  convicted  hy  judgment  in  default  or 
arret  de  contumace  shall  be,  in  the  matter  of  extradi- 
tion, considered  as  persons  accused,  and  may,  as  such, 
he  surrendered. 

(d. ) After  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  have  commit- 
ted  the  accused  or  convicted  person  to  prison  to  await 


tlio  Older  of  a Secretary  of  State  for  Ids  Hurrciider,  siicli 
person  shall  have  the  right  to  ajqily  for  a writ  of 
bii/x’iiH  ror/iiiM;  if  he  should  so  apjily,  his  siiiTeiider 
must  he  deferred  until  after  the  decision  of  the  Court 
upon  t.lie  return  to  the  writ,  ainl  ev'eii  the.n  can  only 
take  jilaee  if  the  decision  is  adverse  to  the  api»licant. 
In  the  latter  ease,  the  Court  may  at  once  order  his 
delivery  to  the  person  authorized  to  receive  him,  with- 
out waiting  for  the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for 
his  surrender,  or  commit  him  to  prison  to  await  such 
order. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  Switzerlanil  the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  he  as 
follows: — 

The  reiiiiisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  he  accompanied  liy  an  authentic  cojiy  of 
the  warrant  of  arrest,  issued  hy  a competent  official  or 
Magistrate,  clearly  setting  fortli  the  crime  or  offence 
of  which  he  is  accused,  together  with  a properly  legal- 
ized information  setting  forth  the  facts  and  evidence 
upon  which  the  warrant  was  granted. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a person  already  con- 
victed, it  must  he  accompanied  hy  an  authentic  copy 
of  the  sentence  or  conviction,  setting  fortli  the  crime 
or  offence  of  wdiich  he  has  been  convicted. 

The  requisition  must  also  he  accompanied  hy  a de- 
scription of  the  person  claimed,  and  if  it  he  possilile, 
by  other  information  and  particulars  wliich  maj"  serve 
to  identify  him. 

After  having  examined  these  documents,  the  Su  iss 
Federal  Council  shall  communicate  them  to  the  Can- 
tonal Government  in  whose  territory  the  person  charged 
is  found,  in  order  that  he  may  he  examined  hy  a judicial 
or  police  officer  on  the  subject  of  their  contents. 

The  Cantonal  Government  will  transmit  the  proees- 
rerbal  of  the  examination,  together  with  all  the  docu- 
ments, accompanied,  if  there  he  one,  hj^  a more  detailed 
report  to  the  Federal  Council,  wdio,  after  having  ex- 
amined them,  and  there  he  no  opposition  on  either 
side,  will  grant  the  extiadition,  and  wdll  communicate 
its  decision  both  to  the  British  Legation  and  to  the 
Cantonal  Govenniient  in  question,  to  the  latter  in  order 
that  it  may  send  the  person  to  he  siuTendered  to  such 
place  on  the  frontier,  and  deliver  him  to  such  foi’eign 
liolice  authority  as  the  British  Legation  may  name  in 
each  special  case. 

Should  the  documents  furnished  wfith  a view  of 
pro\  ing  the  facts,  or  of  establishing  the  identity  of  the 
accused,  or  the  j^articulars  collected  by  the  Swiss 
authorities  appear  insufficient,  notice  shall  lie  immedi- 
ately given  to  the  Diplomatic  Representative  of  Great 
Britain,  in  order  that  he  may  furnish  further  evidence. 
If  such  further  evidence  he  not  furnished  within  fifteen 
days  the  person  arrested  shall  he  set  at  liberty. 

In  the  event  of  the  application  of  this  Treaty  being 
contested,  the  Sw'iss  Federal  Council  wfill  transmit  the 
docriments  (“dossier”)  to  the  Swfiss  Federal  Tribunal, 
wdiose  duty  it  is  to  decide  definitely  the  question 
whether  extradition  should  he  granted  or  refused. 

The  Federal  Council  will  communicate  the  judgment 
of  the  Federal  Tribunal  to  the  British  Legation.  If 
this  judgment  grants  the  extradition  the  Federal 
Council  w'ill  order  its  execution,  as  in  the  case  when 
tlie  Federal  Council  itself  grants  the  extradition.  If, 
on  the  othei-  hand,  the  Federal  Tribunal  refuses  the 
extradition,  the  Federal  Council  will  immediately 
order  the  person  accused  to  he  set  at  lihertjc 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  the  examinations  which  'they  have  to  make  in 
accordance  wfith  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  authori- 
ties of  the  State  apjilied  to  shall  admit  as  entirely  valid 
evidence  the  depositions  or  statements  of  -witnesses, 
either  sw'orn  or  solemnly  declared  to  he  true,  taken  in 
the  other  State,  or  copies  thereof,  and  likewise  the 
wuirrants  and  sentences  issued  therein,  or  copies  there- 
of, provided  such  documents  purport  to  he  signed  or 
certified  h}"-  a Judge,  Magistrate,  or  officer  of  such 
iState,  and  are  authenticated  hy  the  official  seal  of  a 
British  Secretary  of  State,  or  of  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Swfiss  Confederation,  being  affixed  thereto.

WHEREAS  by  the  Extradition  Acts  of  1870  and 
1873,  it  was  amongst  other  tilings  enacted, 
that  where  an  an-angement  has  been  made  -with  any 
foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such 
State  of  any  fugitive  criminals.  Her  Majesty  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Acts  shall  apply 
in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State;  and  that  Her  Majesty 
may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order,  limit  the 
operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  s.ame  to  fugi- 
tive ciTininals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  the 
part  of  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  specified  in  the  Order, 
and  render  the  operation  thereof  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions, exceptions,  and  qualifications  as  may  be 
aeemed  expedient: 

And  whereas  a Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty,  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  Swiss  Fede- 
ral Council,  for  the  Mutual  Extradition  of  Fugitive 
Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  tenns  following: — 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  Swiss  Federal 
Council  having  judged  it  expedient,  with  a view 
to  the  better  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the 
prevention  of  crime  within  their  respective  terri- 


tories and  jurisdictions,  that  persons  charged  with, 
or  convicted  of,  the  crimes  hereinafter  enumerated, 
and  being  fugitives  from  justice,  should,  under  certain 
circumstances,  be  reciprocally  delivered  up,  have  named 
as  their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a Treaty  for  this 
purpose,  that  is  to  say: 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kyigdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Honourable  Hussey 
Crespigny  Vivian,  a Companion  of  Her  Most  Honour- 
able Order  of  the  Bath,  lier  Majesty’s  Minister  Resi- 
dent to  the  (Swiss  Confederation; 

And  the  Swiss  Federal  Council,  its  Vice-President, 
F.  Anderwert,  Federal  Councillor  and  Chief  of  the 
Federal  Department  of  Justice  and  Police; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their 
respective  full  j)owers,  fouml  in  good  and  due  fonn, 
liave  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following  Articles: 

ARTICLE  I. 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  engages  to  deliver  up,  under 
the  circumstances  aiul  on  the  conditions  stipulated  in 
the  2nesent  Treaty,  all  persons,  and  the  Swiss  Federal 
Council  engages  to  deliver  up,  under  the  like  circum- 
stances and  conditions,  all  jiersons,  excejit  Swiss  citi- 
zens, wlio,  having  been  charged  with,  or  convicted  by 
the  Tribunals  of  one  of  the  two  High  Contracting 
Parties  of  the  crimes  or  offences  enumerated  in  Article 
II,  committed  in  the  territory  of  the  one  party,  shall 
be  found  within  tlie  territory  of  the  other. 

In  the  event  of  the  Federal  Council  being  unable, 
by  reason  of  his  Swiss  nationality,  to  grant  the  exti-a- 
dition  of  an  individual,  who  after  having  committed  in 
the  United  Kingdom  one  of  the  crimes  or  offences  enu 
merated  in  Article  II,  sliould  have  taken  refuge  in 
Switzerland,  the  Federal  Council  engages  to  give  legal 
effect  to  and  ^irosecute  the  charge  agamst  him  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  Canton  of  his  origin;  and  the 
Government  of  the  United  Kingdom  engages  to  com- 
municate to  the  Federal  Council  all  documents,  depo- 
sitions, and  jiroofs  relating  to  the  case,  and  to  cause 
the  commissions  of  examination  directed  by  the  Swiss 
Judge,  and  transmitted  through  the  2>roper  Dijilomatic 
channel,  to  be  executed  gratuitously. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  crimes  for  which  the  extradition  is  to  be  gi’anted 
are  the  following : — 

1.  Murder  (including  infanticide)  and  attempt  to 
murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  uttering  or 
bringing  into  circulation  counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forgery,  or  counterfeiting,  or  altering,  or  uttering 
what  is  forged,  or  counterfeited,  or  altered;  compre- 
hending the  crimes  designated  in  flie  Penal  Codes  of 
both  States  as  counterfeiting  or  falsification  of  j>aper 
money,  bank  notes,  or  other  securities,  forgery,  or 
falsification  of  other  public  or  jirivate  documents,  like- 
wise the  uttering  or  bringing  into  circulation,  or 
wilfully  using  such  counterfeited,  forged,  or  falsified 
papers. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretences. 

7.  Crimes  against  banknqitcy  law. 

8.  Fraud  committed  by  a baillee,  banker,  agent, 
factor,  trustee,  0r  director,  or  member  or  jmblic  officer 
of  any  Company  made  criminal  by  any  law  for  the 
time  being  in  force. 

9.  Rape. 

10.  Abduction  of  minors. 

1 1.  Child  stealing  or  kidnapping. 

12.  Burglary,  or  house-breaking,  with  criminal  in 
tent. 

13.  Arson. 

] 4.  Robbery  with  violence. 

15.  Threats  by  letter  or  othei-wise  with  intent  to 
extort. 

16.  Perjury  or  subornation  of  j>erjury. 

17.  Malicious  injury  to  property,  if  the  offence  be 
indictable. 

The  exti’adition  is  also  to  take  place  for  participa- 
tion in  any  of  the  aforesaid  crimes,  as  an  accessory 
before  or  after  the  fact,  provided  such  participation  be 
I punishable  by  the  laws  of  both  Contracting  Parties. 
ARTICLE  III. 


A fugitive  ciiminal  may  be  apprehended  in  either 
country  under  a wari’ant  issued  by  any  Police  Magis 
trate.  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  competent  authority, 
I on  such  infonnation  or  complaint,  and  such  evidence, 
or  after  such  proceedings  as  would,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  authority  issuing  the  wan-ant,  justify  the  issue  of 
a warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed  or  the 
person  convicted  in  that  part  of  the  dominions  of  the 
two  Contracting  Parties  in  which  the  Magistrate,  Jus- 
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tico  of  tile  Peace,  or  other  i;oiii]icteiit  authority  exer 
ciscs  juri.S(lictioii;  provided,  liowever,  that,  in  the 
United  K iiii'doin,  tlie  aceuseil  sliall,  in  .iiudi  ease,  lie 
sent  as  speedily  as  possible  before  a Poliee  Maj'istrate 
in  London. 

Reipiisitions  for  ])rovisional  arrest  niay  be  addressed 
by  jiost  or  by  tele^ra|)h,  provided  they  ])urport  to  be 
sent  by  some  jndieial  or  other  eoinpetent  anthority. 
Snell  reipiisitions  ninst  eontain  a deseription  ingener.il 
terms  of  the  crime  or  oU'enee,  and  a statement  that  a 
■warrant  has  been  granted  for  the  arrest  of  the  criminal, 
and  that  his  extradition  will  be  demanded. 

He  shall,  in  accordance  with  this  Article,  bo  dis- 
charged, as  well  in  tiie  United  Kingdom  as  in  Switzer- 
land, if  within  the  term  of  thirty  days  areipiisition  for 
extradition  shall  not  have  been  made  by  the  Diplo- 
matic Agent  of  the  country  claiming  his  surrender  in 
accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  this  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  must  always  be  ihade 
by  the  way  of  diplomacy,  and  to  wit,  in  Switzerland 
by  the  British  Minister  to  the  President  of  the  Con- 
federation, and  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  by  the  Swiss -Consul 
ill  London,  who,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Treaty,  is 
hereby  recognized  by  Her  Majesty  as  a Diplomatic 
Representative  of  Su'itzerland. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Ill  the  dominions  of  Her  Britannic  IMaJesty,  other 
than  the  Colonies  or  foreign  possessions  of  Her  Majesty, 
the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows; — 

{(I.)  In  the  case  of  a person  accused — 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to 
Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Principal  Secretary  of  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs  by  the  Diplomatic  Representative 
of  the  Swiss  Confederation.  The  said  demand  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a warrant  of  arrest,  or  other  equiva- 
lent judicial  document,  issued  by  a ,I  udge  or  Magistrate 
duly  authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged 
against  the  accused  in  Switzerland,  and  duly  authenti- 
cated depositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath,  oi' 
solemnly  declared  to  be  true,  before  such  Judge  or 
Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth  the  said  acts,  and 
containing  a description  of  the  person  claimed,  and 
any  particulars  which  may  serve  to  identify  him. 

The  said  Principal  Secretary  of  State  shall  transmit 
such  documents  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  who 
shall  then,  by  order  under  his  hand  and  seal,  signify 
to  some  Police  Magistrate  in  London  that  such  I’cqui- 
sitioii  has  been  made,  and  require  him,  if  there  be  due 
cause,  to  issue  his  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the 
fugitive.  On  the  receipt  of  such  order  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  on  the  production  of  such  evidence 
as  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Magistrate,  justify  the 
issue  qf  the  warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  -toimnitted 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
accordingly. 

When  the  person  claimed  shall  have  been  apjire- 
hended,  he  shall  be  brought  before  the  Magistrate  who 
issued  the  warrant,  or  some  other  Police  Magistrate  in 
London.  If  the  evidence  to  be  then  produced  shall  be 
such  as  to  justify,  according  to  the  law  of  England, 
the  committal  for  trial  of  the  prisoner,  if  the  crime  of 
which  he'is  accused  had  been  committed  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  Police  Magisti'atc  shall  commit  him  to 
prison  to  await  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  his  surrender;  sending  immediately  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  a certificate  of  the  committal  and  a rcpoi  t 
upon  the  case. 

After  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  committal 
of  the  prisoner,  which  shall  never  be  less  than  fifteen 
days,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  be  sent 
to  such  seaport  town  as  shall,  in  each  special  case,  be 
selected  for  his  delivery  to  the  Swiss  Government. 

{h. ) In  the  case  of  a person  convicted — 

The  course  of  proceeding  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the 
case  of  a person  accused,  except  that  the  wairant  to 
be  transmitted  by  the  Diplomatic  Representative  of 
Switzerland  in  support  of  his  requisition  shall  clearly 
set  forth  the  crime  or  offence  of  which  the  person 
claimed  has  been  convicted,  and  state  the  place  and 
date  of  his  conviction. 

The  e■^idence  to  be  produced  shall  consist  of  the 
penal  sentence  passed  against  the  convicted  person  by 
the  competent  Court  of  the  State  claiming  his  extra- 
aition. 

(c.)  Persons  convicted  by  judgment  in  default  or 
arret  de  contumace  shall  be,  in  the  matter  of  extradi- 
tion, considered  as  persons  accused,  and  may,  as  such, 
be  surrendered. 

(d. ) After  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  have  commit- 
tciil  the  accused  or  convicted  person  to  pi'ison  to  await 


the  ordci'  of  a Secret.'iry  of  Stale  for  bis  surrender,  such 
pcivson  sliall  have  the  light  to  ajiply  for  a writ  of 
liidiriiH  for/>iiK;  if  ho  should  so  ;ip]ily,  his  surrender 
must  be  deferi'eil  until  after  the  decision  of  the  Court 
upon  the  return  to  the  writ,  and  even  then  can  only 
take  jilace  if  the  decision  is  adverse  to  the  apjdicant. 
In  tin;  lattei-  case,  the  Court  niay  at  once  order  his 
deliveiy  to  the  person  authorized  to  receivi;  him,  with- 
out waiting  for  the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for 
his  surrender,  or  commit  him  to  prison  to  aw.ait  such 
order. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  Switzei'land  the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  be  .as 
follows: — 

'Pile  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  be  accompanied  by  an  authentic  cojiy  of 
the  warrant  of  arrest,  issued  by  a competent  official  or 
Magisti'ate,  clearly  setting  forth  the  crime  oi-  olfence 
of  M'liich  he  is  accused,  together  with  a properly  legal- 
ized information  setting  forth  the  facts  and  evidence 
upon  which  the  warrant  M-as  granted. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a person  ah-eady  con- 
victed, it  must  be  accompanied  by  an  authentic  copy 
of  the  sentence  or  conviction,  setting  forth  the  crime 
or  offence  of  which  he  has  been  convicted. 

The  requisition  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a de- 
scription of  the  person  claimed,  and  if  it  be  po.ssible, 
by  other  information  and  particulars  which  may  serve 
to  identify  him. 

^ After  having  examined  these  documents,  the  Swiss 
Feileral  Council  shall  communicate  them  to  the  Can- 
tonal Government  in  whose  territory  the  person  charged 
is  found,  in  order  that  he  may  be  examined  by  a judicial 
or  police  officer  on  the  subject  of  their  contents. 

The  Cantonal  Government  will  transmit  the  proces- 
verhal  of  the  examination,  together  -v-ith  all  the  docu- 
ments, accompanied,  if  there  be  one,  by  a more  detailed 
report  to  the  Federal  Council,  who,  after  hai  ing  ex- 
amined them,  and  there  be  no  ojiposition  on  either 
side,  will  grant  the  extradition,  and  will  conimunicate 
its  decision  both  to  the  British  Legation  and  to  the 
Cantonal  Government  in  question,  to  the  latter  in  order 
that  it  may  send  the  person  to  be  surrendered  to  such 
place  on  the  frontier,  and  deliver  him  to  such  foreign 
police  authority  as  the  British  Legation  may  name  in 
each  special  case. 

Should  the  documents  furnished  with  a view  of 
pi’oving  the  facts,  or  of  establishing  the  identity  of  the 
accused,  or  the  particulars  collected  by  the  Swiss 
authorities  appear  insufficient,  notice  shall  be  Immedi- 
ately given  to  the  Diplomatic  Representative  of  Great 
Britain,  in  order  that  he  may  furnish  further  evidence. 
If  such  further  evidence  be  not  furnished  within  fifteen 
days  the  person  arrested  shall  be  set  at  liberty. 

In  the  event  of  the  application  of  this  Treaty  being 
contested,  the  Swiss  Federal  Council  will  transmit  the 
documents  (“dossier”)  to  the  Swiss  Federal  Tribunal, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  decide  definitely  the  question 
■whether  extradition  should  be  granted  or  refused. 

The  Federal  Council  will  communicate  the  judgment 
of  the  Federal  Tribunal  to  the  British  Legation.  If 
this  judgment  grants  the  extradition  the  Federal 
Council  will  order  its  execution,  as  in  the  case  when 
the  Federal  Council  itself  grants  the  extradition.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  Federal  Tribunal  refuses  the 
extradition,  the  Federal  Council  will  immediately 
order  the  person  accused  to  be  set  at  liberty. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  the  examinations  which  'they  have  to  make  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  authori- 
ties of  the  State  apjilied  to  shall  admit  as  entirely  valid 
evidence  the  depositions  or  statements  of  witnesses, 
either  sworn  or  solemnly  declared  to  be  true,  taken  in 
the  other  State,  or  copies  thereof,  and  likewise  the 
warrants  and  sentences  issued  therein,  or  copies  there- 
of, provided  such  documents  purport  to  be  signed  or 
certified  by  a .Judge,  Magistrate,  or  officer  of  such 
State,  and  ai-e  authenticated  by  the  official  seal  of  a 
British  Secretary  of  State,  or  of  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Swiss  Confederation,  being  affixed  thereto. 

'The  personal  attendance  of  witnesses  can  be  required 
only  to  establish  the  identity  of  the  person  who  is 
being  proceeded  against  v’ith  that  of  the  person  ar- 
rested. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

If  proof  sufficient  to  warrant  the  extradition  be  not 
furnished  Muthin  two  months  from  the  day  of  the 
apprehension,  the  person  arrested  shall  be  discharged 
from  custody. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  cases  where  it  may  be  necessary,  the  Swiss  Gov- 
ernment shall  be  represented  .at  the  English  Courts  by 
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the  Law  Olficei's  of  theCro'wni,  and  the  English  Govern- 
ment in  the  Swiss  Courts  by  the  competent  Swiss 
authorities. 

The  respective  Governments  will  give  the  necessary 
assistance  within  their  territories  to  the  Representa- 
tives of  the  other  State  who  claim  their  intervention 
for  the  custody  and  security  of  the  persons  subject  to 
extradition. 

No  claim  for  the  repayment  of' expenses  for  the 
assistance  mentioned  in  this  Article  shall  be  made  by 
either  of  the  Contracting  Parties. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  apply  to  crimes  and  offen- 
ces committed  prior  to  the  signature  of  the  Treaty; 
but  a person  surrendered  shall  not  be  tried  for  any 
crime  or  offence  committed  in  the  other  country  before 
the  extradition  other  than  the  crime  for  which  his 
surrender  has  been  granted. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

A fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demanded 
is  one  of  a political  character,  or  if  he  prove  that  the 
requisition  for  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been  made 
with  a view  to  try  and  punish  him  for  an  offence  of  a 
political  chai’acter. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if,  subsequently 
to  the  commission  of  the  crime,  or  the  institution  of 
the  penal  prosecution,  or  the  conviction  thereon,  ex- 
emption from  prosecution  or  punishment  has  been 
acquired  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  extradition  shall  not  t.ake  place  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the 
Swiss  Government,  has  already  been  tried  and  dis- 
charged or  punished,  oi'  is  still  under  trial,  in  one  of 
the  Swiss  Cantons  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  respec- 
tively, for  the  crime  for  which  his  extradition  is 
demanded. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person  claimed  on 
the  part  of  the  Swiss  Government,  should  be  under 
examination,  or  have  been  condemned  for  any  other 
crime,  in  one  of  the  Swiss  Cantons  or  in  the  United 
Kingdom  respectively,  his  extradition  may  be  deferred 
until  he  shall  have  been  set  at  liberty  in  due  course  of 
law. 

In  case  such  individual  should  be  proceeded  against 
in  the  country  in  which  he  has  taken  refuge,  on  account 
of  obligations  contracted  towards  private  individuals, 
his  extradition  shall,  nevertheless,  take  place;  the  in- 
jured party  retaining  his  right  to  prosecute  his  claims 
before  the  competent  authority. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

If  the  individual  claimed  by  one  of  the  two  High 
Contracting  Parties  in  pursuance  of  the  present  Treaty 
should  be  also  claimed  by  one  or  severel  other  Powers, 
on  accoimt  of  other  crimes  or  offences  committed  upon 
their  respective  territories,  his  extradition  shall  be 
granted  to  that  State  whose  demand  is  earliest  in  date. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

All  articles  seized,  which  were  in  the  possession  of 
the  person  to  be  surrendered  at  the  time  of  his  appre- 
hension, shall,  if  the  competent  authority  of  the  State 
applied  to  for  the  extradition  has  ordered  the  delivery 
thereof,  be  given  up  when  the  extradition  takes  place, 
and  the  said  delivery  shall  extend  not  merely  to  the 
stolen  articles,  but  to  everything  that  may  serve  as  a 
proof  of  the  crime. 

This  delivery  shall  take  place  even  when  the  extra- 
dition, after  having  been  granted,  cannot  be  carried 
out  by  reason  of  the  escape  or  death  of  the  individual 
claimed,  rinless  the  claims  of  third  parties  with  regard 
to  the  above-mentioned  articles  render  such  delivery 
inexpedient. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

The  contracting  parties  renounce  any  claim  for  the 
reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  them  in 
the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person  to  be  surren- 
dered, and  his  conveyance  to  the  frontiers  of  the  State 
to  which  the  requisition  is  made;  they  reciprocally 
agree  to  bear  such  expenses  themselves. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  be  ap- 
plicable to  the  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty. 

• 


The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a fugitive  crimi- 
nal who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such  Colonies  or 
foreign  possessions,  shall  be  made  to  the  Governor  or 
to  the  supreme  authority  of  such  Colony  or  possession 
through  the  Swiss  Consul  residing  there,  or,  in  case 
there  should  be  no  vSwiss  Consul,  through  tlie  recog- 
nized Considai-  Agent  of  another  State  charged  with 
the  Swiss  interests  in  the  Colony  or  possession  in 
question. 

The  Governor  or  supreme  authority  above-mentioned 
shall  decide  with  regard  to  such  requisitions  as  nearly 
as  possible  (in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
present  Treaty.  He  wi’l,  however,  be  at  liberty  either 
to  consent  to  the  extradition  or  report  the  case  to  his 
Government. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty 
to  make  special  arrangements  in  the  British  Colonies 
and  foreign  possessions  for  the  suiTender  of  such  indi- 
viduals as  shall  have  committed  in  Switzerland  any  of 
the  ci'imes  hereeinbefore  mentioned,  who  may  take 
refuge  within  such  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions, 
on  the  basis,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  of  the  provisions  of 
the  present  Treaty. 

The  requisition  for  the  suiTender  of  a fugitive  crimi- 
nal from  any  Colony  or  foreign  possession  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  laid 
down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the  present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publication  in  conformity  with  the  forms  pre- 
scribed liy  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties. 

After  the  Treaty  shall  have  come  into  force,  the 
Treaty  concluded  between  the  High  Conti'acting  Par- 
ties on  the  31st  of  March,  1874,  shall  be  considered  as 
cancelled,  except  as  to  .any  proceedings  that  may  have 
been  already  taken  or  commenced  in  virtue  thereof. 

It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the  High  Con- 
traeting  Parties,  on  giving  to  the  other  Party  six 
months’  notice  of  its  intention  to  terminate  the  same, 
but  no  such  notice  shall  exceed  the  period  of  one  year. 

The  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
shall  be  exchanged  at  Berne  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries 
have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto  the 
seal  of  their  arms. 

Done  at  Berne,  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  November, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  ei^t  hundred 
and  eighty.
